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cleans and delivers 28 tons of straw an hour, and twenty- 
four hours’ supply will always be kept on hand. 

From the conveyor the straw is taken by a blower and 
blown into the cookers. This blower is located in the mid- 
dle of the building to give as short a distance as possible 
for blowing. A system of valves makes it possible to fill 
either cooker as desired, blowing the straw by two and 
into the third, or into the second. 

Connected with each cooker are six washing tubs. The 
rotary and the washing tubs are known as a battery, and 
the intention is to fill them in rotation. By having six the 
washing can be more thoroughly done, and there will 
always be a supply of pulp on hand ready for use. 

From the washing tanks the pulp is pumped to the 
bleachers, and to other machinery as required. The inside 
rows of piping are used for pumping the pulp, and the out- 
side rows of pipes are used to convey the waste water to 
the sewer. With one exception, all the processes are auto- 
matic, and the single handling is done purposely. 

The batteries of rotaries and washing tubs constitute a 
unique feature. Another feature is the fact that every 
piece of machinery is operated by a direct connected motor. 
No belt or rope transmission will appear in the mill. 

The first rotary cooker, with a capacity of 7 tons, 16 feet 
in diameter and weighing 30 tons, is in successful operation 
at the Dansville Paper Mill, Dansville, N. Y. This cooker 
is to be moved to Baltimore, Ohio, when the mill at that 
place is transformed. 

In planning the new mill all sorts of conveniences and 
innovations have been introduced; for example, pro- 
vision is made for burning either coal, oil or wood, as the 
location may determine. Reclamation tanks for the reclama- 
tion of the chemicals, underground rooms for the storage 
of lime and other chemicals, an underground conveyor to 
take away the ashes, and many other little things of that 
character will be introduced. Work is progressing and 
the company hopes to be making paper within a short time. 


The Officers of the Company Inspect Ohio Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 27, 1906—The Straw Pulp and 
Paper Company, of New York, a newly organized con- 
cern, is invading Ohio, and the indications point to the 
early acquirement of a half dozen important paper mills, 
involving the exchange of a million or more dollars. The 
company proposes to revolutionize the paper making busi- 
ness by manufacturing pulp from straw in half the time 
and at half the expense required to make it from wood. 

With this idea in view, the company was organized 
with a capital of $3,000,000, and an effort will be made to 
extend the industrial branches in various parts of the 
country. Certain plants in New York State and Ohio were 
inspected and several important conferences held last week. 
Negotiations are understood to be still under way. Those 
who visited this State during the week were Manager J. R. 
Conger, E. A. Richler and Chief Engineer M. R. Kennedy, 
who met capitalists from Canton, East Liverpool, Akron 
and Massillon. It is the intention, if any of the deals are 
closed in this State and in Western New York, to make 
Pittsburg the distributing centre. 

By the new arrangement the process of pulp manufac- 
ture is automatic, and it is claimed that the pulp is turned 
out in less than four hours after the straw is taken from 
the stack. Of the $100,000,000 worth of pulp marketed 
annually, this company expects to draw its share of trade. 
The rapidly decreasing forests, owing to the inroads made 
by the pulp manufacturers, have caused considerable alarm, 
and it is said that the new process will revolutionize the 
trade in several respects. Before teaving Ohio several of 
the larger cities were also visited by the Eastern mill men,

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MARKETS GENERALLY QUIET. 


Holyoke Dull—Boston Not Very Lively—Chicago Slow— Phil- 
adelphia Quiet—Miami Feeling Good—No Profit on 
Fox River—Canadian Prices Low. 


The demand continues rather sluggish. Quotations are 
low and there does not seem to be any immediate possi- 
bility of improvement. Possibly this gloomy statement 
might be modified by saying that in some grades the down- 
ward tendency has been checked, but the slight change 
has not yet resulted in a change in prices. Book papers 
still feel the effects of the printers’ strike, though just 
why it should is a mystery. Prices are about the same as 
last week, but sales continue in small lots, and those are 
for immediate use. No paper is being bought for future 
use. News is held fairly steady. In writings and bonds 
the market remains steady, with movement limited to what 
is probably the actual requirements of the trade. Ledger 
papers are steady as quoted, but business is quiet. Manilas 
are not essentially different from what was reported last 
week. The market is quiet, but prices are being main- 
tained. Tissues are unchanged. Fibre papers are un- 
changed. There is still some demand for roofing papers, 
with the prospect of a heavy trade this spring. 





Slightly Dull at Holyoke.

Business among the mills has been slightly dull during 
the past week and although most of the mills operated their 
departments during the holiday last week, a consider- 
able amount of new business could be handled. Feb- 
ruary, however, will average up well with the record of 
the past, and in some mills the amount of business handled 
has been in excess of that handled last year. 

The American Writing Paper Company reports a very fair 
trade and all of its divisions are running full, but addi- 
tional trade could be taken care of in all of the mills. 

The usual number of orders are being put through at 
the mills of the Whiting Paper Company, and a very fair 
trade is reported. 

The Woronoco Paper Company has been doing a very 
nice business all winter and some very good orders have 
been turned out at this mill. Business at the mill this 
week is very fair and some satisfactory orders have been 
sent out. 

Crane Brothers, at Westfield, are doing quite a satisfac- 
tory business, and have little to complain of. 

Berkshire County mills are handling the usual business in 
ledger papers, but the entire production of the mills is 
not being used. There is every reason to believe, how- 
ever, that manufacturers are well satisfied. Ferry. 





Boston Trade Not Very Lively.

Business developments with the paper trade in general 
show very little change, either in distribution or in prices 
since last commenting upon the trade situation. Jobbers 
making a specialty of print papers claim to be having a 
fair run of business, made up as it is of small orders for 
immediate needs. City trade is more satisfactory in this 
respect than out of town business, for the reason, as stated 
by papers dealers, that the printers’ strike in Boston is 
affecting local business very little. Be that as it may, the 
fact is recognized that city printing firms are not ordering 
any paper beyond the quantities required for jobs in hand. 
Jobbing dealers in manila papers report that branch of the 
trade as being fair for this time of the year. Manufac- 
turers are certainly not being overcrowded with orders, 
although some few mills on special grades claim to be 
turning out full productions. Business with book mills is 
not of sufficient volume to keep them all crowded on their 
orders; nor are the writing mills much inconvenience? in 
getting their orders off on time. Still, notwithstanding this 
seeming lull in business, the disposition on the part of 
manufacturers to cut prices to get orders is not very gen- 
eral. The tone of this market, therefore, is said to be firm 
at ruling quotations.

Rather Slow Demand in Chicago.

Go over the market with a fine tooth comb and you will 
find precious little change in the condition as compared 
with the last few weeks, either in point of price or demand. 
The price level may be said to be normal; that is, there is 
very little fluctuation, but prices on the+ majority of the 
list are very low. Too low, in fact, from any standpoint, 
save that of the consumer. Demand for paper, as has so 


often seemed the past few months, does not appear to be 
keeping pace with the general prosperity. Possibly this 
may be for the reason that usually in time of general pros- 
perity there is more of a tendency to anticipate wants than 


at present, There is every reason to believe that consump- 


tion is very large indeed, but the fact that demand keeps 
so closely in touch with consumption, by which is meant 
that dealers and consumers are buying only for immediate 
needs, makes the volume of business seem on the whole 
less than it really is. Book remains about the weakest and 
most unsatisfactory thing on the list, but the mills are not 
letting prices go any lower than in recent weeks. They 
cannot, so the mill owners say, and they further declare 
that they are making no money at allon book. On the other 
hand, the demand, owing to the printers’ strike, is so light 
that there seems no prospect, in the near future, of getting 
any better prices. VAN. 


Quiet Tone to Philadelphia Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 27, 1906.—Despite the efforts 
which have been made by a number of manufacturers, 
principally from out of town, to stimulate business by a 
shading of prices, the week brought practically no change 
from the quiet conditions which have maintained since 
February began. Until the present week the weather was 
warm and the building trades were unhampered with the 
result of a continued rush in the building paper business. 
Apprehension was felt today that a sudden snow storm 
would put a stop to activities in this line which have prac- 
tically continued all winter, but such will not be the case, 
for the storm was soon over and operations can be con- 
tinued. For wrappings there is a slightly improved de- 
mand, and for book the same statement holds true, though 
in neither case was the result to the jobbers of great mo- 
ment. Jobber and manufacturer, however, look forward 
to an early resumption of activity and to a splendid spring 
business.

Good Feeling in the Miami.

Dayton, Ohio, February 27, 1906.—Commercial reports 
are favorable, taken in the average, but not so assuring as 
to admit of any wide predictions. There is a good feeling, 
and all admit that the prospects for the spring opening 
were never better. The trade has experienced an unprece- 
dented run, and while in some lines an improvement has 
been noted in prices, there is unmistakable evidence of a 
sagging tendency in others. Exactly what steps will be 
taken to improve quotations is an open question. It has 
always been a knotty problem to solve, and possibly will 
not be solved to the satisfaction of both seller and buyer 
for many years to come—at least not in its entirety. There 
will be cotrections, as a usually reliable authority con- 
tends, but only piecemeal changes can be expected as long 
as concerted action is lacking. 

Collections have been very good during the week, and 
altogether the mill men are in fine spirits. The shipping 
association has made energetic efforts to boost the Hepburn 
bill and made representations to their Congressmen and 
the Ohio Senators, They are also pushing with great in- 
terest the scheme to form a railroad commission in Ohio, 
and the measure has been favorably reported by the com- 
mittee to the Ohio Legislature. M. V. 





No Margin of Profit in Fox River Business.

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WILL “GENERAL” MILLS COMBINE ? 


Should the Decision of the U. S. Supreme Court Be Adverse 
to the Company It Is Believed That the Mills Would Be 
Consolidated—News Paper Likely to Be Higher. 





[FROM OUR REGULAP CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., February 26, 1906.—‘“It seems strange 
to me,” said a manufacturer to me today, in talking about 
the expected decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the General Paper Company case, “that the newspaper 
gentlemen who raised the fund wherewith to carry on the 
fight against the General Paper Company, of which, by 
the way, this action now pending is but the preliminary, 
did not realize that if they should win their case they 
would inevitably drive the mills into a single ownership, 
which it is easy to believe might be worse for them than 
the thraldom they are now complaining so bitterly about. 
As it is now, the General Paper Company is not the whole 
thing in the West. There are other mills from which pa- 
per can be bought, but if the single ownership went into 
effect it is altogether probable that every mill making print 
would be gathered in, so that there would be but three 
companies in the country, the International, Great North- 
ern and the new one, from which the newspapers could 
buy their paper. It would seem as though the publishers 
would fear such a condition as that more than the present 
one. 

“There is no doubt whatever,’ continued the manu- 
facturer, “that if the publishers win the mills will go un- 
der a single ownership. It cannot be otherwise. With

market conditions as they are it would be simply impos- 
sible to go back to the old way of each mill scrambling for 
orders. It is bad enough as it is. And it has been proven 
that the single ownership principle is feasible and works 
well in practice and cannot be attacked in the courts, so if 
we can’t have the General Paper Company we will have 
that, though mind you, I am not by any means saying 
that I believe we cannot have the General Paper Com- 
pany. 

“While I do not consider myself a vindictive person as 
a rule, still I must say I should like to see those publishers 
paying 5 cents a pound for their paper for awhile, and you 
mark my word, stranger things have happened in this 
world than that they should be paying just that same 5 
cents before the present year is over. If what I am told 
about the shortage of supplies of pulp wood all over the 
country is true it wouldn’t be at all surprising to see 
prices up even to § cents. I tell you the print manufac- 
turer these days has no snap. He is paying higher prices 
for pulp wood than he ever paid before, and he is getting 
less money for his product than at any time since the panic 
of 1893. Under these circumstances perhaps a little feeling 
of vindictiveness is excusable.” Fox RIver.

Ontario Government Unearths a Big Scandal, It Is Said— 
Ross Ministry May Be Seriously Involved—Grants of 
120,000,000 Feet Made Without Record. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] ‘ 

Niacara Fatts, Ont., Canada, February 27, 1906.—A 
big scandal in pulp wood concessions and timber privi- 
leges is claimed to have been unearthed by the present 
Ontario Government against their predecessors. The Hon. 
J. J. Foy, of the Whitney (present) Government, is the 
man who announced that the Ross Government let out to 
the firm of McLeod & McNeil, lumbermen, 120,000,000 
feet of timber, board measure. Of this amount, Mr. Foy 
alleges that the firm sold 80,000,000 to other lumber com- 
panies and a great quantity of pulp wood (spruce) to a 
number of pulp mills throughoyt the Dominion. One deal 
with lumber firms is said to have involved $235,000 alone. 
The concessions, which were granted and extended without 
any record kept of the same, were along the Spanish River, 
and were first made in 1898 Mr. Foy says that miles after 
miles of fine timber lands were strangely disposed of by the 
Ross Government without a line on paper to show what the 
Government was doing. The original grant called for 
5,750,000 feet. All the Ministers of Crown Lands in the 
Ross ministry disclaim any knowledge of wrongdoing, and 
state that nothing of the kind occurred. 

Some of the pulp companies which had concessions in 
Ontario, and which paid for said rights, intend to throw 
some light on the manner in which these concessions were 
secured in the threatened legal proceedings which will be 
brought to recover the amount put up with the Govern- 
ment. W. E. T.

BAGASSE. 


Some Generalizations Bearing Upon Bagasse—Forage Crop 
in Paper Making—The Relation of Sugar Planter to 
Paper Maker—Statistics of Raw Materials. 


Perhaps I may be permitted to commence this paper, says 
an “American Expert” in the World’s Paper Trade Review, 
with some further generalizations (not hitherto dealt with) 
germane to the treatment of bagasse, by remarking, in the 
first place, that the chief obstacles met with in preparing 
raw materials for paper making are the presence of the 
silicious outside coating and the lignin. The elimination of 
the other extractive matter—as has already to some extent 
been explained—is not difficult. So far as bagasse is con- 
cerned, it seems that the two obstacles mentioned increase 
with the age of the sugar cane. The condensed report of 
Dr. C. A. Browne, Jr., of the Louisiana Sugar Experi- 
mental Station (printed in the Sugar Planters’ Journal of 
June 18, 1904), on the cellulose percentage, lignin, &c., in 
sugar cane, according to its age in months, is very impor- 
tant, and may yet serve to throw a great deal of light on 
the economy of treating bagasse for pulp making, as there 
seems to be a key to explain the analysis with reference to 
boiling. 

Mr. Hugo Miiller gives his analysis at 50.13 per cent. as 
air dry, or 54.42 per cent. as bone dry, and he gives his 
lignin and pectose substances at 24.84 per cent., and ash 
5.13 per cent. Dr. Browne’s cellulose as dry is 40 per cent., 
lignin is 15 per cent., and aslf 2.4 per cent. It would seem 
Dr. Browne’s percentage of ash is somewhat less than that 
of Miiller’s and lignin 40 per cent. less, as his analysis was 
taken when the cane, or the resulting bagasse, was in a 
far easier condition to treat than was that of Hugo Miil- 
ler’s analysis, as the silica may be presumed to be less than 
half, and the lignin not much over half. But the most 
valuable contribution of Dr. Browne’s is that part giving 
the percentage of woody fibre or cellulose in age by months, 
as this throws more light on the subject than anything. 
Now, as a paper maker, I have only to deal with the ba- 
gasse as it comes from the sugar mill, and would not nec- 
essarily be acquainted with the growth of cane, or how it is

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cut, but would presume, as the grinding season lasts about 
100 days, it would be cut down gradually, say not more 
than several days’ supply ahead. If so, the bagasse from 
cane cut at the beginning of harvest would be easier to 
treat for pulp than that got at the end. 

I have known for twenty-five years that a plant harvested 
as a forage crop is easier to treat than the matured, seeded 
crop, but I had never given any particular thought to the 
reasons till about April last year, when I received some 
matured corn stalks and found, so far as the outside stem 
was concerned, they were as difficult to treat as old esparto 
and some straws, and I found on looking into the matter 
that it was probably the increase in silica and lignin, as 
the growth of the plant went on, that caused trouble. Ac- 
cordingly, I planted some corn in my garden, so that I 
could cut and boil it at different times and observe the in- 
crease of silica and lignin. The planting commenced in 
May; there was no appreciable difference in treating it up 
to the middle of August; and there was no appreciable 
increase in the silica, so far as outside coating was ob- 
servable, till about the first week in September. After that 
it became hard and dry, and the increase in lignin was very 
noticeable. 

In his relation to the paper maker as producer of the 
raw bagasse, the sugar planter may regarded as an agricul- 
turist as well as a manufacturer. He has to supervise the 
sugar cane crop while it is growing, and afterward to secure 
from it its sugar product. This is a somewhat complicated 
proceeding, but the sugar manufacturer has usually a large 
staff of chemists to assist him on all troublesome points. 
Having a double round of duties to perform, he has no 
time to see paper makers or to make investigations in the 
direction of pulp. Then the Western farmer, or the aver- 
age farmer, for that matter, elsewhere, is not of that in- 
tellectual capacity or attainment that would induce him to 
visit a paper mill. Besides, he has much in the shape of 
manual labor with which to personally engage himself, and 
the average size of farms in the United States is about 210 
acres, whether the crops grown are maize, rice, or other 
cereals. So that the farmer’s hands are too full to cause 
him to trouble about what paper makers may want.

The possibility of a consolidation of the mills of the 


General Paper Company is still seriously entertained by 
some of the Western manufacturers, judging from an in- 
terview with one of them which is printed elsewhere in 
this issue. According to this mill owner the newspaper 


publishers who raised the fund to carry on the fight 
against the General wil] defeat their own purpose if the 
case now pending goes against the company. 

The inevitable result of such an outcome, says this man- 
ufacturer, would be to drive the mills into a single owner- 
he adds,

about.” Should this be forced on them, this manufacturer 


predicts that “every mill making print would be gathered 
in so there would be but three companies in the country, 


the International, the Great Northern and the new one, 


from which the newspapers could buy paper.

a condition as that more than the present one.” 

Assuming that this manufacturer knew what he was 
talking about, the natural inference from his statement in 
regard to the three companies is that all the news mills 
of the country outside of the International and the Great 
Northern are likely to be gathered into one consolidated 
company, in the event that the General is broken up as 
a result of the Government prosecution. If this prediction 
has the merit of prophecy it means that the big Eastern 
mills are to be gathered into the combination that will 
absorb those now included in the General Paper Company. 
Such a round-up would, of course, take in the St. Regis, 
the mills of W.H. Parsons & Co.,the Berlin Mills, Finch, 
Pruyn & Co. and the smaller Eastern mills making news 
paper. 

While admitting the possibility of such a consolidation it 
nevertheless does not seem likely that the next combina- 
tion of the news mills will come about in just that way. 
Consolidations of the independent mills in the East and 
in the West with an amalgamation of the combines in the 
two sections seems the most likely outcome of the “dis- 
tressful” conditions under which the news mills of the 
country have been laboring for the past year. 

That something is going to happen in the news line un- 
less market conditions change for the better pretty soon 
is a foregone conclusion. Just what turn affairs will take 
no man can tell. But while 1905 has been a profitless one 
for the news companies, there are signs that the price of 
news will be much higher before next fall because of the

It will be seen that the demand, even if loaded up to the 
full extent of all possible requirements, amounts to little 
more than one-half of 1 per cent. of the supply. 

Here let me interpolate the expression of my opinion 
that the only system I have found in my experience.to be 
successful in the exploitation of fibres toward an industrial 
end is when companies were formed consisting of paper 
makers and investors who thoroughly understood, the man- 
ufacture of paper and the production of pulp. The pro- 
ducers of fibre were identified with the companies, and. the 
profits of the latter were made by the royalties at so much 
per ton. In the case of the Mitscherlich patent for sulphite 
wood pulp, and also for esparto, the royalties were $5 per 
dry ton both in the United States and in Europe. The pat- 
entee got a certain share of this $5, and the balance went to 
such paper, pulp, wood or raw material interests as were 
represented by investors in the company. A company in 
this way is necessary in the first place to provide funds and 
then to introduce and push the process adopted. A patentee 
rarely has the funds with which to do this himself, and in 
the past, in the cases at all events of sulphite pulp and 
esparto, the capital raised had to be large, as the mills were 
costly to erect. In some cases companies have been formed 
without the promoters having themselves any special paper 
making, chemical, engineering or other technical knowledge, 
and with no intention of any specific industrial end, or view

of utilizing the fibre. But such ventures seem to have been 
promoted mainly with the object of attracting investors. 
It has never been quite clear to me what ultimately be- 
comes of the money. 

Now, in the case of bagasse, rice straw, corn stalks, &c., 
any such considerable provision as this is unnecessary. As 
I have before explained, the design at present is, preterably, 
not to make finished pulp. It is intended, however, to yet 
out of the material nearly all of the extractive matter— 
say 50 to 60 per cent.—thus lessening the freight consid- 
erably. Another consideration to be kept in view is the 
fact that a material when brought into a fibrous condition 
will press much easier, and into much less space, than when 
in the rough, hard and unelastic state in which, in the case 
of bagasse for example, it leaves the sugar mills. There 
is, moreover, a further saving in freight than that which is 
represented by the 50 to 60 per cent. of extractive matter, 
for, as previously indicated, many European countries 
which would be possible consumers of bagasse pulp have 
import duties on pulp, and it is advisable to ship the ma- 
terials to those European markets as a raw material, and 
consequently duty free, instead of as finished pulp. 

Assuming that bagasse had attained a regular marketable 
status, it is not likely that the United Kingdom would ab- 
sorb more than 300,000 tons of dry bagasse annually, and 
the rest of the Continent and Europe not more than another 
300,00 tons. These quantities together only represent 
about Io per cent. of the total quantity available. In a pre- 
vious article I gave some authentic figures as to available

Logging in the Adirondacks. 


WarTERTOWN, N. Y.. February 26, 1906.- 
It has been many years since the lumber- 
men in the Adirondacks have experienced 
a winter like the present one, yet notwith- 
standing the mild weather and light snow- 
fall operations in the woods have been fair- 
ly successful and most operators have suc- 
ceeded in banking nearly the usual quantity. 

The Carthage Lumber Company has 5.- 
000,000 feet of logs on the Beaver River and 
tributaries as well as a_ considerable 
quantity of pulp timber. In the Cranberry 
Lake region jobbers have been handicapped 
by weather conditions, but work is being 
continued and they hope to pull out the 
usual cut of logs. Like reports come from 
lumber camps on the Racquette, Grasse and 
St. Regis rivers. 

_ There is now less than 2 feet of snow 
in the woods, where there is generally from 
3 to 4 feet at this time of year, and 
lumbermen are mainly worried over the 
prospect of there not being enough water 
to bring their logs down in the spring. B.

Want to Abandon a Canal. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., February 27, 1906.—The recommenda- 
tion of the State Superintendent of Public Works that a 
part of the Black River Canal be abandoned interests mai- 
ufacturers in the Black River Valley, as this plan, if car- 
ried out, will, in a measure, affect the flow of water, the 
whole of the stream at Forestport being diverted to the 
Erie Canal instead of part being returned to the natural 
channel through the section of canal it is proposed to aban- 
don. Aside from its effect on water power the abandon- 
ment of a part of the Black River Canal will not affect 
commercial or manufacturing interests. The towns through 
which the canal passes would have to assume the main- 
tenance of dikes and bridges, which would be no small 
item, and this alone will bring opposition from Lewis, Jef- 
ferson and Oneida county legislators. The waterway prob- 
ably will be continued for a few years longer in spite of 
the move to abandon it. B.
